500 Italian* Em rape From Unwilling 
Service in Russia. 


Dennison, O., July 20—.Escaping 
from the Austrians and making their 
way through Siberia to Japan, 
500 
Italian sobers passed through here 
en route to an Atlantic port, where 
they will sail for Italy by way of the 
Mediterranean. The men were cap­ 
tured by the Austrians yrhile fight­ 
ing on the Piave front and were im­ 
pressed into service in the Austrian 
Army operating in Russia.

months ago they rebelled and march­ 
ed afoot to Siberia and thence to Ja­ 
pan where they were put upon a ship 
and transported to an American Pa­ 
cific port.
